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INTRODUCTION. 

The  Chase  families  in  the  United  States  are  nearly  all  descended 
from  the  following  namely  : 

William  Chase,  who  came  to  America  in  1630,  and  died  in 
Yarmouth,  Massachusetts,  May,  1659. 

Thomas  Chase,  who  settled  at  Hampton,  N.  H.,  1639,  a"d  died 
there  about  1652. 

Aquila  Chase,  (brother  of  Thomas,)  who  settled  at  Hampton, 
N.  H.,  1639.  He  removed  to  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  about 
1646   and  died  there,  December  27,  1670. 

The  object  of  the  present  work  is  to  give  a  brief  account  of 
some  of  the  descendants  of  William  Chase,  and  especially  of  the 
Rhode  Island  branches  of  the  family. 

.The  plan  adopted   is  believed  to  be  so  simple   as   to  require   no 
explanation. 


Chase  Genealogy 


1.  WILLIAM  CHASE  was  born  in  England,  about  the  year 
1595,  and  came  to  America  in  1G30,  in  the  fleet  which  brought 
Governor  Winthrop  and  his  colony.  He  soon  after  became  a 
member  of  the  first  church  in  lioxbury,  Mass.,*  of  which  the  Kev. 
John  Eliot  (  -the  Apostle  to  the  Indians," )  was  pastor.  On  the 
records  of  the  church  is  the  following  : 

"William  Chase,  he  came  with  the  firs*  company,  bringing  with 
him  his  wife  Mary  and  his  son  William. " 

*  *  *  It  is  further  stated  that  his  wife  was  an  invalid 
for  several  years,  but  finally  regained  her  health  and  bore  other 
children. 

October  19, 1630,  lie  applied  for  admission  as  a  freeman,  and  on 
May  II,  1631,  he  took  the  freeman's  oath.  About  1638,  he  left 
lioxbury,  and  joined  a  company  who  made  a  new  settlement  at 
Yarmouth,  Mass.  At  that  place,  in  1639,  he  was  appointed  con- 
stable, and  continued  to  reside  there  until  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred between  May  I  and  13,  1659.  His  widow  was  found  dead 
in  October  of  the  same  year,  and  a  coroner's  inquest  being  held, 
it  was  decided  that  she  died  a  natural  death.

The  Last  Will  and  Testament  of  William  Chase  of  Yarmouth. 

I,  William  Chase,  of  Yarmouth,  the  elder,  being  aged  and  sick 
in  body,  but  of  perfect  memory,  thanks  be  to  the  Lord,  do  make 
my  last  will  and  testament,  as  followeth  :  First  I  give  and  be- 
queath unto  my  son  Benjamin,  after  my  decease,  one  heifer  calf 
and  two  steer  calves,  of  a  year  old  and  upwards  ;  also  I  give  to 
my  son  William,  who  hath  had  of  me  already  a  good  portion,  the 
sum  of  five  shillings,  to  be  paid  in  any  good  pay,  if  he  demand  it.

And  that  my 
son  Peter  shall  pay  unto  his  sister  Mary  Sisson.  one  hundred  like- 
Spanish  silver  mill'd  dollars  in  consideration  of  what  I  have  here- 
inbefore giveu  him,  each  payment  respectively  to  be  made  in  one 
year  after  my  decease. 

Also  I  give  unto  Lydia  Chase,  my  now  wife,  one  riding  beast, 
such  as  she  shall  choose  out  of  my  horse  kind,  with  one  woman's 
saddle  and  bridle,  and  also  two  cows,  such  as  she  shall  choose  out 
of  my  stock. 

Also  I  give  unto  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Hathaway,  one  cow  to 
be  delivered  her  by  my  executors. 

Also  I  give  unto  my  daughter  Mary  Sisson,  one  cow  to  be  de- 
livered her  by  my  executors. 

Also  I  give  unto  my  son-in-law  Edward  Sisson,  my  riding  horse 
and  a  young  horse  to  be  delivered  him  by  my  executors. 

Also  I  give  unto  my  sou  Daniel  Chase,  two  hundred  Spanish 
silver  mill'd  dollars  to  be  paid  out  of  my  stock  of  cattle,  by  my 
executors,  the  which  stock  not  otherwise  hereinbefore  disposed  of, 
I  do  hereby  charge  with  the  payment  thereof. 

And  I  do  hereby  give  unto  my  son  Paul,  one  hundred  Spanish 
silver  mill'd  dollars  to  be  paid  him  by  my  executors,  in  like  man- 
ner as  his  brother  Daniel,  out  of  my  stock  of  cattle  not  otherwise 
hereinbefore  disDOsed  of,  which  stock  I  do  hereby  charge  with  the 
payment  thereof. 

Also  I  do  hereby  give  unto  my  wife's  daughter  Lydia  Thurston, 
fifty  Spanish  silver  mill'd  dollars  to  be  paid  her  by  my  executors. 

Also  I  do  hereby  give  unto  my  grandson  Samuel  Chase,  son  of 
Paul,  fifty  Spanish  silver  mill'd  dollars  to  be  paid  by  my  executors. 

Also  I  do  hereby  give  unto  my  beloved  wife  Lydia  Chase,  all  the 
household  furniture  that  she  brought  with  her  at  our  intermar- 
riage. Also  all  and  singular,  the  residue  and  remainder  of  my 
household  furniture,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  said  wife  and 
my  three  daughters  hereinbefore  named,  to  be  equally  divided 
among  them,  share  and  share  alike. 

Also  it  is  my  will  that  the  provision  laid  in  for  the  family,  shall 
be  and  remain  with  my  wife,  and  at  her  sole  disposal,  together 
with  so  much  corn  out  of  the  crib  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
family,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  corn  in  the  crib,  shall  go  to 
and  be  for  the  executors  to  enable  them  to  settle  and  adjust  the 
affairs  of  their  executorship.     Also  I  give  unto  my  son  Isaac,  fifty

And  lastly,  all  the  residue  and  remainder  of  my  personal  estate 
not  disposed  of,  I  do  give  and  bequeath  umo  my  sons  James  Chase, 
Junr.  and  Zaccheus  Chase,  whom  1  do  hereby  nominate  and.  ap- 
point executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  hereby  revok- 
ing all  former  and  other  wills  and  testaments  by  me  at  any  time 
heretofore  made,  and  declaring  this  only  to  be  my  last  will  and 
testament. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  the 
second  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty.

That  his  father,  James  Chase,  is  now  and  for  the  space  of  thirty 
years,  hath  been  an  inhabitant  of  Middletown,  on  Rhode  Island, 
but  hath  never  joined  the  British  forces  in  any  measure  or  degree  ; 
and  that  his  said,  father  was  the  owner  of  a  certain  farm  in  the 
town  of  Little  Compton,  upon  which  his  brother  lately  dwelt,  un-

direct  that  the  said  estate  should  be  taken  possession  of,  and  that 
the  rents  and  profit  thereof  have  been  received  to  the  use  of  the 
state  ;  and  thereupon  he  prayed  this  Assembly  to  restore  him  the 
said  estate,  and  order  that  lie  may  receive  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  and  that  he  may  be  allowed  the  amount  of  all  past  rents  ; 
—  which  being  duly  considered — 

It  is  voted  and  resolved  that  the  said  petition  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  granted  ;  that  the  said  estate  be  restored  to  the  said  James 
Chase  ;  that  the  present  lease  be  assigned  to  hfm  ;  and  that  the 
rents  heretofore  received  by  the  State  be  paid  to  him.

(with  Regard  to  the  Righteous  Law  of  God  in  that  Case;.  They 
also  appearing  clear  of  ail  others,  and  having  Consent  ot  Parents 
&  Relations  concerned,  were  approved  by  said  Meetings  : 
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Now  these-  are  to  Certify  to  all  whom  it  may  concern.  That  tor 
the  full  Accomplishing  of  their  said  Intentions,  this  Eighth  Day 
of  the  third  Month  called  March  in  the  Year  according  to  the 
Christian  Account  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Fifty  Nine 
— They  the  said  SJaccheus  Chase  and  Elizabeth  Gould  appeared 
in  a  Public  Assembly  of  the  aforesaid  People  and  others  met  togeth- 
er at  their  Public  Meeting  1  louse  at  Newport  in  the  County  aforesaid.

Since  the  first  part  of  these  reminiscenses  was  published 
we  have  had  many  inquiries  about  the  "Chase  fortune,  in 
England."
